But this race is not just about 
speed and distance. It’s about 
strength and agility, too. The 200 
Tour cyclists pump up high 
mountains that even cars have a 
hard time climbing. Then they fly 
down the narrow roads on 18- 
pound bikes at speeds of almost 
60 miles per hour. (That’s more 
than the speed limit on most U.S. 
highways.) They often ride in 
tight packs, with other 
cyclists only inches 
away. And some 
cyclists are known to 
push and shove to 
get ahead. 

Sound dangerous? 
It is. One bump in 
the road or a swerve 
too far could senda 
cyclist flying into a ditch or 
off a cliff. It could also trigger a 
pileup of other cyclists.

f you think this is a funny-looking bike, you're 


not alone. In fact, bike racers call them 

“funny bikes.” But they're not just funny; 
they're fast, too. They have a new, sleeker 
design that cuts down wind resistance, the 
force of oncoming air that slows the rider down. 

Atthe Summer Olympics, racers will be 
able to go about 30 mph on the open road, 
roughly two-and-a-half times faster than a 
typical cyclist. On downhill sections, they may 
reach 60 mph—as fast as cars on the highway! 

In 1989, American cyclist Greg LeMond won 
the Tour de France by riding a funny bike on the 
last day of the race. Amazingly, LeMond won 
by only 50 seconds!

The Fra m e hasastrange- 
looking squiggle beneath the seat to put the rear 
wheel as far forward as possible. This allows 
racers to ride more closely together for better 
drafting. It also makes the frame stiffer so that 
more of the rider’s pedaling power goes into 
pushing the bike, instead of just bending the frame 
from side to side.

_ They’re learning to be baseball umpires. 
A Wendelstedt, 53, is a big-league umpire 
and head of Wendelstedt Umpire School 
- in Ormond, Florida. Every winter, he 
teaches would-be umps everything from 
_ calling balls and strikes to word- 
_ wrestling with angry managers. 
| Wendelstedt’s students start each day 
in the classroom, studying baseball’s 
128-page rule book. (One of the rules 
they learn: Players from opposite teams 
‘can't talk and be friendly before a 
game.) The students also do tough daily 
exercises so they’re able to dodge 
hard-hit baseballs and hard-running 
ballplayers. 
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Home plate 
umpires wear up 

to 18 pounds of 
equipment, including 
a chest protector, 
protective shoes, 
shin guards, and a 
mask. They also 
carry a ball-and- 
strike indicator and 
a brush for cleaning 
off home plate. 


Then the umpire students test 
their skills at local high school fagts 
and college baseball games. 
“We teach how to stop brawls, 
how to argue properly, and how 
to keep players in the game,” 
says Wendelstedt. “Contrary to 
popular belief, umpires don’t like 
ejecting anyone.” 
Of course, even a pro like 
Wendelstedt can’t prepare 
student umps for every game 
situation. Once, a student bent 
down to make a call and split his 
pants. All he could do was to 
keep on umpiring—with his 
undershorts showing. “The show 
must go on,” says Wendelstedt.

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Gerry Kirk has 
one of the coolest jobs 
on the planet. He owns 
a company called Sand 
Sculptors International 
and makes sand castles 
for a living. 

Gerry and his crew 
use heavy equipment to pack wet sand 
into forms that look like giant building 
blocks stacked on top of each other. 
Then they remove the forms and carve 
details into the sand, using everything 
from dental tools to building tools. 

Gerry’s indoor sand sculptures take 
‘about seven days to carve. They’re 
about the size of a passenger car but 
about the weight of two Greyhound 
buses (35 tons). They can’t be heavier 
than that because floors can hold only 
so much weight—and wet sand is very 
heavy. His outdoor sculptures can 
weigh hundreds of tons and take 
about three weeks to carve. 

Wind is the biggest enemy, so 
Gerry sprays his sculptures with 
Elmer’s glue and water to “fix” each 
section of carving as it’s finished. 

So what happens when the tide 
comes in? Not much. In fact, 
he usually brings in heavy 
equipment to return the beach 
to its original condition.
